Bucket Brigade Composed of Neigh­ 
bors 
Saved Sheep Shed. 
Weaver 
Former Gettysburg Resident. 


Fire, probably 
started 
by spon­ 
taneous combustion in a bite wagon 
shed filled with oats, broke out on the 
John N. Weaver farm, two miles and 
a half from Gettysburg on the Here- 
ter’s Mill road in Cumberland town­ 
ship, Sunday afternoon 
at 5:00 o’­ 
clock, and caused great damage. 
Weaver’s big barn, small barn, wagon 
shed, two hog pens, implement shed, 
eight pigs, Charles Carey’s threshing 
machine and all the season’s crops in 
the buildings excepting one load, were 
completely destroyed. 
On account of favorable winds the 
Weaver residence was saved and by 
efforts of a bucket brigade one sheep 
shed containing oats and wheat was 
prevented from going 
up in flames 
but with those exceptions the loss was 
almost complete. 
Insurance covers 
only a part of the damage. 
John Weaver 
stated this morning 
that he did not even have a buggy in 
which to ride to Gettysburg. 
A puff of 
black smoke from 
the 
wagon shed was the first indication 
that Are had broken out and success­ 
ful efforts were immediately made to 
get 
the horses out 
of the 
barn. 
Flames soon mounted to the roof of 
the wagon shed, caught on to a large 
otraw stack, then on to the bams and 
in five minutes 
the entire 
Weaver 
farm excepting the 
house was com­ 
pletely ablaze. 
Even the sheep shed caught fire but 
the efforts of the bucket brigade pre­ 
vented it from burning while a fav­ 
orable wind kept sparks from setting 
off the house although it seemed for 
a time that the residence also would 
be burned. 
In about one hour 
the buildings 
were burned to the ground.

Weaver, 
proprietor

Washington. — Twelve 
pre-dread* 
naught battleship's will be relieved of 
active duty with the fleet, placed oat 
of commission and eventually broken 
up for Junk or ueed for targets by 
more modern vessels, under plans now 
being worked out by the navy depart­ 
m ent 
The ships are of the "mixed 
battery** type and are not considered 
to be of any valne against latest fight­ 
ing craft 
Four of the battleships, the historic 
squadron comprising the Oregon, In­ 
diana, Iowa and Massachusetts, have 
already been relegated to the scrap 
heap. The remaining eight, apparent­ 
ly doomed to the same fate, are the 
Kearaarge, Kentucky, Illinois, Alaba­ 
ma, Wisconsin, Maine, Missouri and 
Ohio. 
The twelve vessels, built betwegn 
1888 and 3901, represent a total ex­ 
penditure for hulls and machinery 
alone of more than $90,000,000. When 
placed out of commfeslon they will re­ 
lease for other duty approximately IO,- 
OOO enlisted nom and nearly 400 offi­ 
cers. 
The ships long ago outlived their 
oeefulnemi as combatant unit* in a 
fighting fleet, although when they were 
built they were among the most for­ 
midable war vessels afloat. All of them 
were uaed during the war with Ger­ 
many ae training ships or coast de­ 
fense units.

Teutons Left Artillery and Shell# lit 
Mad Flight When .Americans Ad­ 
vanced—-Forest Cltaned by 
Doughboys. 


Paris.—W ar booty valued at m ore 
thu n $5,000,000, left by the Germ ans 
In their (light from the Argonne for­ 
est, the scene of Am erica's greatest 
battle in the world war, has been col­ 
lected by a force of negro soldiers who 
have been cleaning ap the fam ous bat­ 
tlefield. 
Machine guns, rifles, muni­ 
tions and war supplies of all kinds 
have been collected In every wooded 
ravine, dugout and trench In the Ai* 
gonne-Meuse sector, comprising 480 
square miles. 
The American engineers moved up 
to the battlefield soon after the arm is­ 
tice was signed. 
For miles around 
there was not a village or farm th at 
was occupied. 
O rders were Issued to squads of 
American salvage engineers to pick up 
every gun they fotiud, broken or in 
serviceable condition, as well as all 
war m aterial, and place the supplies 
along the nearest road for collection 
In arm y trucks. 
The colored fighters 
received instructions that whenever 
they cam e across an unexploded shell 
they were not to touch It, but to put 
up a little stick beside It with a note 
so th at the m unition salvagers could 
find it later. 
The doughboys soon m ade the dis­ 
covery th at the Germ ans in their 
flight abandoned hundreds of machine 
guns and even large pieces of artillery 
which the Yankees, In their hurry to 
advance, had failed to see. 
Loaded In Box Cars. 
One of the discoveries made by the 
Americans 
h Iio have completed the 
task of deaning up the battlefield was 
the unusually large num ber of m a­ 
chine guns the G erm ans had Installed 
In the Argonne forest. No Information 
was secured as to the num ber the 
enemy awns able to save In his flight 
tow ard the Rhine, hut thouaanda of 
these weapons p ere left behind. 
In 
one small sector of the battlefield gev- 
eral hundred cars were loaded with 
m achine guus. 
In one town located In the rear of 
the battlefield there is a pile of brass 
shell cases, abandoned by the Der- 
mans, th a t would more than fill the 
hold of a large ocean freighter. 
It 
was estim ated th at nearly 1,000,000 
shell cases had been piled In they vil­ 
lage. 
These have been purchased by 
the French government. 
Salvage Work Expensive 
E xperts with the American expedi­ 
tionary forces have estim ated that the 
Yankees had captured JOO per cent 
more w ar booty in the Argonne forest 
than their records will show. 
Tills 
was due, It Is said, to the rapidity of 
the American 
advance and 
to the 
hurry of the Germ ans to leave their 
dugouts and weapons and surrender to 
their conquerors. 
The work of cleaning up the Ar­ 
gonne battlefield, however, has been an 
expensive one, although vast quanti­ 
ties of copper, bras* and steel have 
been salvaged. 
It has cost more than 
l2.UUl.iMIU to com plete the task, but 
the work has been a success financial­ 
ly, as lite Itooty is worth more thau 
twice that sum.
